MR. J, KVLES ON WORKSHOP PRACTICE, 


At a well attended meeting of members of the 
Institcte of Engineers and Shipbuilders last 
night, Mr, David Gillies (Presiden) in the 
chair, Mr, John Kyles read a paper (one of a 
serfes in connection with the “Giilles” gold 
medal competition) on “ Workshop Practice,"

been slow to our eyes, no doubt, but the progress

departesent but {n every branch of engineering, 
When we loot at the rallway speed of our 


steamers, and the high working pressure of steam” 


osed, we must admit that never {n the history of 
englocering was good workmacship so nectssary 
for tho safety of life and- property, To be equat 
to the requirements of the day, machinery has 
been fotroduced Into the workshop capable of 
producing work of the highest order, . Before

FOREIGN LANGUAGES IN CHINA.

At a-meeting of the China Branch of the Royal 
Aslatic Soctety held In Shanghal on the night of 
the rh tist., Dy Edkins presiding, Mr, P. Gs 
von Méllendo-ff read a vpaperon “The Forelgn 
Languages svoken in Ching and the Clas:ifica- 
tion of the Chinese Dialects,” which the 
Shanghai’ Mercury veporia as follows :— 

Mr, PG. von MU 'lendorff sald—Wh-n the 
four ders of the Chioeer em ire, say §,c00 years: 
ago, entered China fd Turkestan, In the rorth:: 
west, and formed thelr fiest_ colonies in Ho'ung, 
on the plain erst of the. Huangho, they were 
pressed and constantly hrrisse 1 by Hslongny or 
Turklch hordes, wha were close bebind them, 
That the Hsluspnus were Twk~ is proved by the 
Heiungoageords found in the Shiki aed in the 
two Han Annals, which are Turkish ove and all. 
It {a to be desired that these words be brought 
together and properly Identified by an expert, : 
Gradually the Chinese spread eastward and 
southward, until they possessed all the land as 
far ap the Gobi and part of the mo ‘ern province 
of Chibli, and sooth somewhat beyond the 
Yangtize, Tho Turks seem to have occupied in 
ancient. times the plalns extending from 
the Alta! Movotains in a north-easterly 
directlon and sooth of ‘thelr Ine of 
nomadic existence were the Tungustons 
also nomads, whore chief settlements were 
nosth and south ofthe Omur, Both Ilnes were 
separated by the invasion of the Mongols, who, 
{t would appear, came ‘rm the north and «ho 
settled chlefly in the G bi and adjacent parts, It 
is to be assumed that the Ch'nese come upoh an 
aboriginal population which was thinly scattered 
over all the provinces, and fo consequence 
unable to offer much resistance.’ It was there- 
fore partly amalgamated, partly forced to yleld 
and to crow the Yangtze, The whole of 
southern China, except that part ovcupled by the 
ab-rigines or Mao'se wes probably foh: bited 
by Indo-Chinese races. Fatklen, Kwangtung, 
Kuangs!, Fweichow, and Yanan were little 
known Jo ancient times; these provinces were 
partly conqacred by the Chines- In the ard 
century B.C, and slowly colonised. Canton 
was corquered 236 FC ; Hiloan wae takeo 
in the year 110 BC. We know absolutely 
nothing of the, pro-Ch’nese ethnography of 
Fubklen and Kwangtung ; both provinces were 
gradually cotonised and the natives were either 
expelled or absorbed, or remaining, merely 
adopted the Chinese languace. Jo Kuangsl, 
Kwelchow, and Yanoan Importent evidences ol 
Siamese and Burmese origin ex'sted. A great 
part of thelr popule:{on hava only been colonised 
by Chiacee ander the Mongol dynasty 1a the 13'h 
century. Under Kublal Kalan Mohommed:n 
elements were Introduced which exists to this 
day, The troops under Wu,Sae-kuel, a netive 
of Liactung, who dled In 1678, brought Northern 
Manchu with them. In Kwacgtung, the last 
Chinese {mmigrstion took place fo the “4th 
century, when tho Hakkas, robably from 
Klangaian, immigrated and carried a norther 
dialect with them : 

On the Island of Formosa strangers from the 
south had appropriated the aneccupted tsland. 
‘There ar peared to be diff-rent dialects or even 
langoapes in use smong them, bot all polot to 
the Philippine Islands as their sources, The 
last emigrants In the south of. Formosa seem to 
have come some 300 oF 400 yours sRO. Thelr 
language has been preserved by « translation of 
the gospel of St Matthew, made about 200 years 
ago by Dutch missionaries. Accarding to this 
theis tanguage {s an antiquated Tagatoc, ¢ 4, the 
language spoken in the province In which Manila 
is eltuated, . .
